The f «ct that you "cannot cordiallv approve either its spirit 
or its purpor," however to be deprecated by m •, and as I 
think by our common country, 1 will by your leave take up as 
the issue bt.twt.ea two minds equally anxious rat th durabili- 
ty oi the tniuu and me prosperity of the Republic. How 
stands the difference between us.' 

You assert that the Southern section has been guilty of a 
gross and palpable breach of faith to the Northern; and it is 
upon' the assumption of the truth of thU charge that you 
pre licate your views of what ought to be done for the future. 
You say: "The humiliating faei must be acknowledged. The 
Southern members of Congress who strove and voted for the 
repeal of the Missouri compromise perpetrated both a crime 
and a blunder," Ac. 

Upon this point 1 might well afford to be silent. For silence 
on the part of a dissenting individual, when such charges and 
imputations stand out m such bold relief against the whole of 
Kentucky's Representatives in Congress, not one of whom 
stands la need of aid from an arm so feeble as mine to vindi- 
cate him.-elf most triumphantly. Whig and Democrat all 
went iu for the clear and unquestionable rights of the South: 
I trust that all the parties, no matter how many tweedle- 
dum and tweedle de divisions there may be amongst them, will 
lant themselves as firmly as the rock of ages against all usur- 
pations of power, the eifect of which, if not manfully and 
patriotically resisted, must and will in the end smeJasx Iks 
Master tmmm <■> bV SvMagM*. Blink not the question: Let us 
meet as Kentuckians know how to meet, and williu due time 
meet, the infuriate "Monster of Disunion," of which jou speak 
with such a terror-stricken imagination. 

Ixiokiug to the future, you remark as follows: "But, unhap- 
pily, the thing is done. The question of most vital importance 
to the country now is, what shall subdue and tranquillize the 
angry strife it has renewed throughout the Union, and avert 
the dire calamitiesof civil war and disunion." How my re- 
spected and gallant associate shuddeis at the dread prospect 
before him" 

Now in the beginning of his objections to the Southern votes 
ha makes the following admission: "It is not, therefore, that 
the Southern Representatives participated in the repeal of an 
irrepealaltle act that we have pronounced them guiltv or a 
breach of faith and sincerity, and deplored their fatuity, but 
because they actively united in repealing a law of such tran- 
scendent importance to the Welfare of the Union." This is an 
acknowledgment of the swssftfMfatkal right of Congress to pass 
the Nebraska act. That act repealed no Im psmleise law. He 
might have added that it repealed an nnrmisiitutionai dsnsas, 
which, in utter disregard of the clear and equitable and consti- 
tutional rights of the South, had been inserted in the act for the 
admission of Missouri into the Union. He does not maintain 
the tmmlltKUmttI right or power of Congress to restrict against 
slavery north of 36 30. To do so would of course be to take the 
burden of proof upon himself and coadjutors, which he is fully 
aware would place them in a moat awkward and hopeless pre- 
dicament before the public, with nothing to screen them from 
exposure but a resort to the higher law; and this is what my re- 
spected and worthy antagonist would scorn to do. By his ad- 
mission, however, that no irrepealaMe law has been repealed, 
he surrenders the question at issue between us— enough of it at 
least to make himself a prisoner at the mercy of old Stone- 
Hammer, by whom he is sure to be treated with all the kindness 
and respect so justly due to his gallantry, his chivalrous and 
nerous bearing, by a merciful and grateful conqueror. 
But why and w herefore is it that the late act is not as valid 
and to be held as sacred as the former? The former gave en- 
couragement to the traitorous higher i<ih> order, impelling them 
ouward to acts of thieving and robbery. They were aware af 
the lamented fact that num. ri. <il -<'r- ngth kept Missouri out of 
the Union, without regard to her constitutional and just rights, 
until tl.e minority seetK u had to yield to the unpatriotic ei.- 
crouchment, and consent to the passage of that MMalaali law, 
and whilst that npealable law remaiued unrepealed they were 
led to the belief that numerical strength would give them aid 
and comfort and protection in whatever wrong they might 
think proper to commit against Southern rights or Southern 
property. Un the contrary, as long aa that law remained upon 
the statute-book, it could not do otherwise than point a rank- 
ling sting into the minds of those of the injured section. 
It could not do otherwise than to inflame and keep alivo a feel- 
ing of the most portentous hostility between the two sections. 
Rely upon it, that the repeal of that law and the passage of oth- 
er laws of recent date, intended to secure the comparatively 
powerless section in allits just andequitableand constitutional 
rights and to check the polluted element of discord and disun- 
ion which had been pu' in motion by fanatical leaders, are the 
only laws to save the Union. 

Then why is it that the Nebraska act is not as valid and to be

umeiit of renown to those of our Northern statesmen through 
whose instrumentality that noble aud patriotic deed was per- 
formed: Yea, sir!! Yes!!! These are the men most entitled to 
Southern gratitude— to Southern and Union-loving respect and 
confidence. Thy arr just men— aud is it not worse than idle 
to preteud that either the Union or the Republic can be long 
sustained upon any other basis than upon principles of eternal 
justice? 

Now, if I rightly understand the influences operating upon our 
respective minds thev areas follows: In arriving at the con- 
clusion to which you have Come, y»u consuttnl your fears, aud 
permitted them to give tone ana direction to your superior 
judgment and general accuracy of thought: whereas 1 hare 
consulted no fears— nothing but my fixed and firm convictions 
of truth aud justice— of moral and of constitutional right, 
with a proper regard to consequences, believing most confl- 
dently that the adoption of your views will tend to hasten the 
dissolution of the Union, and that the adoption of mine will 
aave the Union and give durability to the Republic. But pue» 
sibly I de not rightly understand you. It may be that vou are 
not Consulting your fears to the extent that 1 imagine for pur- 
posts <>f aseat ind lowly earn illation. If this be so, I confess 
myself at a loss where to find you! What are the steps you 
would recommend for the | urp se of averting the "dire calam- 
ities of civil war and disunion, whose portents it has brought 
coo, more above the national horizon? We have but the alter- 
natives of compromise aud dissolution. Shall the South, 
trampling contemptuously upon the very idea of cm; remise, 
madly press through the breach, and, with threat and in- 
timidation upon its lips, demand unconditional submission or 
severance from the North? Or shall the South gracefully la- 
menting the unhappy boon of repeal, and conceding the high 
and undoubted moral sanctity of great national pacifications, 
restore the basis of a new and fair and permanent aljr.sment 
in the fresh trust and confidence of the North, aud promptly 
and Cordially unite in its lastingestablishment?" What are we 
to understand fro~n the foregoing remarks? What are the 
grweful and conciliatory steps that my respected political 
brother intends to recommend? Can it be that tic is in favor of 
the repeal of the Nebraska act? Can it be that he is in favor of 
repealing the fugitive slave law, and thereby of making Ken- 
tucky a frontier State? Can it be that he would withdraw 
from the sons and daughters of Kansas the legal protecti n 
and security of their proierty v. hich they now enjoy b. u. atli 
the outspread wingof the American eagle, "and let in the wolves 
of fanaticism to devour them? No! no! I will not impute to 
oneof my political brethren any such unpatriotic, ignoble, and 
inglorious intentions as these interrogatories seem to imply. 
He knows the South has never asked a single favor fr in 3m 
North except to be let alone in the enj yment of her sectional 
and constitutional rights. He knows that the North has no- 
thing to lose by letting us alone. He knows the South has 
never failed in the discharge of any one of her national obli- 
gations or duties: He knows that Southern capital and South- 
era blood have been liberally poured out to acquire this new 
country. He knows that the Southern bark haa been driven 
to the wall and thatit cannot recede further. And 1 flatter 
myself that he knows as well as I do that Northern patriotism 
aiid Northern justice and gratitude have not become extinct — 
the mere by-word and scorn of the national mind. He knows 
how unjustifiable it would be to identify the Northern i hri-.- 
tian with the Northern fanatic in point of character. He may 
rest assured there is ne danger of aa ascendency being gained 
bv the hi.jher lair oritur over the intelligent and true Christian 
of that enlightened and prosperous section of the Republic. 
The truly great and good men of that region arc already mov- 
ing to the rescue. Tne true Christian will overcome the hypo- 
crite. The truly great statesmen with which that section 
abounds, and the patriotic and intelligent multitude who seam 
to be led by hypocrites and demagogues, will soon rise up in 
countless numbers and stand firmly by the Constitution aa it 
wa i handed d>wnto us by our illustrious forefathers; and 
their noble souls will scout and scorn the idea that any part of 
that sacred instrument can be raatawaaniastj away by acts of 
Congress, or set at naught by perjured State legislators. 

The truly treat and good men with whom the Nebraska bill 
originated'knew that it violated no ■■plighted faith" or moral 
obligation on thejpart of the Southern section. They knew the 
compromise to be nothing more nor less than a compromise be- 
tween the Senate and House of Representatives, such as fre- 
quently occurs In legislative bodies, in pursuance of parliamen- 
tary law and custom. They knew, too, that the Senators elect 
from Missouri were not permitted to take their seats in the Sen- 
ate upon the passage of .that law. They knew those Senators had 
to await the action of the Missouri Legislature, upon which 
that Congress imposed conditions they had no constitutional 
right to impose— that the Legislature would meet and reaci nd se 
much of the provisions of the State Constitution as prohibited 
the liberation of slaves, except on the condition that they 
should leave the State, Ac, a condition that all of us know, 
aud admit that Congress has no right to interpose. It was not 
nntil Missouriaus. bone of our bone and flesh of our flesh, ra- 
ther than part with us, complied with this iniquitous act or 
resolution of Congress, that this noble State was admitted into 
the Union. Her Senators were not received as such until the 
next succeeding session. 

Now allow me a few words in reference to that "deathless 
rancor." which, according to my respected antagonist, has in- 
fluenced the feelings of the "only Kentucky Representative 
who voted against the Missiun Compromise, and one of the 
fiercest of that fierce minority who stood out against it to the 
bitter end, and who still hurl their anathemas above its grave 
with a bitterness that neither time nor the event has had 
power to soften." 

In ascribiaz at the minority alluded to, including the fierc- 
est of them, the feelings an i influences above depicted, the 
author has evidently given wings to an exuberant imagina- 
tion. When did the bitterest one of the bitter minority hurl 
bitter anathemas either against the Missouri Compromise, or 
against its time-honored and illustrious authors? No oneof 
them ever hurled any bitter anathemas against the Southern 
minority in reference to the line of 36 30. No living man 
would resent more keenly any attempt to sully the fairfame 
of the majority than would the humble writer of this article. 
Eminent for their virtues and ability, they were nrtrioU and 
statemen of whom any generation may well be proud. But 
they knew they were passing a repealable and not an irrepeata- 
Metav. They knew they were not riveting fetters upon the 
action of their successors in office or upon the action of their 
countrymen of succeeding generations. They knew by that act 
they did not pluck or intended to pluck a single feather from 
the wing of that toweriag bird of the skies, whose pinions — God 
be thanked— still overshadow this broad land, North and 
South, East and West; and will continue to do so. as long 
as the benefits of that glorious instrument, the Federal Con 
siitution, untouched, unscathed by actual or pretended cora- 
to proclaim its own glad-tidings from

succeeded in removing from the mind of mv respected antago- 
nist his dark suspicions that I have been influenced in this

Having the s. me patriotic object in view, it is difficult 
to foresee what two such individuals might o r might not accom- 
plish. The only difficulty in the way of our eom ng togetier 
and acting together results from the unfortunate fact that we 
look to different sources for protection and security. The one 
is in favor af appealing to the sympathies of xhthiglwr law 
l.iaote and their Followers for the aiu and comfort n l.ich Lis 
country standsin need of. He manifests a di-*p sition to 
"bend the pliant hinges of the knee" before the dark altar of 
that hideous monster which his vivid imagiuaton has conjur- 
ed up, in search of mercy. Knowing that no such thing as 
mercy is attainable from that quarter, the other declines to 
bend a single joint in joint supplication with his friend of the 
Journal. Howl wouiddelight side by side with that ingen- 
ious and gallant friend to prostrate myself in heartfelt prayer 
before the throne of Grace V. uphold the Union and the Re- 
public in all their purity and enable us to hand it onward now 
and forever with all of its principles of justice and equity— 
this being theonly ground upon which it can stand, or upon 
which it is worth preservation. But, if he abandons me in 
this time of trial, and continues prostrate before the dread al- 
tar of fanaticism, I shall be compelled reluctantly to bid him 
farewell— a sorrowing farewell, with this simple warning of 
the mental sufferings that await him hereafter, when con- 
vinced from sad and galling experience that he had been look- 
ing to the wrong source fa* that protection and security to the 
Union which he has so much at heart.

New York, July 20. 
Diirine the storm last evening several of the 
roots of the bonded warehouses at the Atlantic 
Docks, in Brooklyn, were blown off, and some 
damage done to the shipping there. The boiler 
of the machine *hop of H nry Essler & Co. was 
blown down. Several stores on Com. wharf, 
near the docks, were also unroofed. The Pal- 
marie oil works, a large new building, owned 
by Goynue &. Co., were struck by lightning, and 
soon after the whole building was prostrated. 
The Cenepor oil works, belonging to the same 
proprietors, were also badly damaged. 

New York, July 20. 

The steamer America, of the International 
line, when opposite Genesse river this morning, 
ran into the schooner Emblem, of Wilson, cut- 
ting her in two, and five of the crew, including 
the captain and mate and one passenger, were 
drowned. The America was uninjured. 

The locomotive attached to the passenger 
train on the Vermont Central Railroad exploded 
last night, near Milton, and was entirely des- 
troyed. The engineer, conductor, and fireman 
were killed. It is not ket known whether there 
were any other lives lost. 

Washington, July 20. 

Judge Gilchrist, of the Court of Claims, is 
prostrated by diarrhea, and his court is closd to- 
day in consequence. 

Gen. Echingal, ex-President of 'Peru, arrived 
here to-day. 

Syracuse, July 20. 
The night express train going west, on the 
New York Central Railroad, ran off the track 
about 12 o'clock last night, about three miles 
from here, owing to some villains having dis- 

E laced a rail. Mr. Dayo, of Springfield, Mass., 
ad a shoulder broken; Harry Stearns, conduc- 
tor, was badly cut and bruised about the head 
and face; Mr. Harrison, the engineer, had an 
arm broken; and a number of others were more 
or less bruised, but none seriously. The presi- 
ded of the road offers a reward of $5,000 for 
the apprehension of the peipetrator of the out- 
rage. The cars were not much broken, and the 
track was sufficiently in order to admit of trains 
running as usual. 

Baltimore, July 20. 
Bassmore Williamson, a prominent abolition- 
ist, together with several negroes, is under ex- 
amination at Philadelphia to-day, before Judge 
Kane, of the District Court, charged with kid- 
napping, on Wednesday, three slaves, belonging 
to Mr. Wheeler, U. S. Mini-ter to Nicaragua. 
Charges of perjury and contempt of court Were 
also embraced in the case against Williamson. 
He was held in $5,000 for further hearing, 
and the other defendants committed for want of 
bail. 

Boston, July 19. 
The trial of Count Kazinski and his thre»» as- 
sociates, who were taken from the British brig 
Buffalo by the cutter James Campbell, on the 
chtrge of violating tr'e neutrlity laws, resulted 
in thfir acquittal. The testimony failed to im- 
plicate them as being personally engaged in en- 
listing men for foreign service. 

Insurance. — The insurance commissioners 
recently appointed by the Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts have commenced business, and are ex- 
amining the foreign insurance agencies doing 
business in that State. The Transcript says: 

The New York companies cause the commis- 
sioners the most trouble. They have p it in- 
unctions upon three of th°m within a few days, 
and forbidden the agents from issuing policies. 
These companies are the "Webster" and the 
"Ocean," of New York citv, and the "West- 
ern," of Orleans, New York. If any 1 erson 
has taken a policy of the agents of the compa- 
nies since the injunction was served, and will 
notify the State, officers, the guilty parties will 
be held to answer therefor in court. We hear 
that the commissioners were not satisfied with 
the condition and standing of these concerns, 
and hence their action in the premises.

NEWS ITEMS. 
Murder. — Wm. Lawrence Bliss, formerly a 
citizen of Pennsylvania, was murdered in New 
Madrid county, Mo., on the 4th inst., by a man 
named Alfred Canoy. Bliss was attempting to 
escape when he was stabb* d with a bowie knife, 
receiving several wounds, from the effects of 
which he died. The murderer escaped. A re- 
ward of seven hundred dollars is offered for 
him. 

Suieide of a Mother. — A gentleman writing to 
us from Central Illinois on the 16th of July, 
says: "There was a suicide committed yester- 
day morning near Atlanta, by the wife of Wm. 
Montgomery. She hung herself with a rope 
fastened to the limb of a peach tree. On the 
day previous she had prepared her chidren's 
clothes, so that they might be dressed appropri- 
ately to follow her to the grave, and before 
hanging herself, dressed for the tomb.

New Wheat.— We have received a letter dated 
Petersburg, Boone county, Ky., July 17th, 1855, 
which states that on that day the' first of the 
new wheat was sold in the market. It was 
raised at Warsaw, Gallatin county, Ky., by 
Mr. Geo. Glenn, of that place, who, in a field 
of twenty-one acres, raised six hundred and 
four bushels, and sold it at $1 20 per bushel, 
thus realising about $35 per acre on a single 
crop. Mr. Glenn says that twelve bushels of 
wheat to the acre is as much as he ever before 
raised on the same ground. Just opposite Pe- 
tersburg, in Indiana, a Mr. Reese raised three 
hundred bushels of wheat on six acres.

Vou are right in supposing that 
I am the authorof the card published in the Louisville Jour- 
nal over the signature ot "R. V." Having learned that you 
were certainly the writer of the article which appeared in 
the Louisville Courier over the signature of "Law and Or- 
der," and believing the style and sentiments of that article to 
be insulting and offensive to those members of the City Coun- 
cil who declined obedience to the mandate of Judge Bullock 
in thecals of Keanand Vacaro, I thought proper to take the 
step of which you complain. Your communication was ad- 
dressed to 'The members of the General Council of Louisville 
to whom it may be -applicable," and there can be no doubt 
that it was intended forme, aud those who acted w ith me in 
resisting the encroachments of the Judge upon the powers of 
the City Council Then it was a letter addressed to me aid 
ethers, to which I had a perfect right to respond.

Later from the Rio Grande — The Revo- 
lution in Mexico. — From the Brownsville Flag 
of the 10th instant we gather the following in- 
As to the progress of the revolution 



Though no actual fighting has yet occurred 
between the insurgents and the government 
troops on this frontier, the two parties are as- 
uming positions which will render such a re- 
sult inevitable ere the lapse of many days. By 
the arrival from Monterey of a gentleman of 
undoubted veracity, we learn that the insur- 

fents, under the leadership of the intrepid Vi- 
auri, are marching upon Matamoros in strength, 
numbering some twenty -five hundred men, com- 
posed of artillery, cavalry, and infantry. He 
represents them as well armed and equipped — 
provided with everything requisite for a regular 
campaign. The second in command is Carva- 
jal, whose advanced guard he passed at Las 
Cuevas, between Camargo a' d Reynoso. The 
latter town is the first one on the river above 
Matamoros, some sixty miles distant. There, 
we presume, the first battle will be fought, as 
the government troops are said to have fallen 
back from Camargo upon Reynosa, on account 
of its strong natural position, which they are 
still further strengthening by fortifications. In 
Reynoso there are said to b* some six hundred 
regular troops, who are doubtless at this hour 
menaced by Carvajal's command of a thousand 
men. 

To reinforce the garrison at Reynoso, Gen. 
Woll has left Matamoros at the head of some- 
thing near 300 men — his whole available force — 
leaving in Matamoros barely men sufficient for 
garrison duty; while Vidauri is marching with 
more than thrice the number of liberators from 
Monterey to the aid of Carvajal. The Govern- 
ment troops are represented as discontented and 
reluctant—driven forward by the bayonet — 
while the insurgents are fired with the greatest 
enthusiasm. 

Thus matters stand at the time of our going 
to press. Doubtless before our next issue a 
bloody and decisive battle will have taken place. 
If the insurgents prove victorious, then the ex- 
isting Government will have but one other foot- 
hold on this frontier — Matamoros will alone 
remain, and that place will not be able to hold 
out many weeks. While on the other hand, 
should the Government win, the hunted liberals 
need expect no quarter from their infuriated en- 
emy. Unfortunately the narrow river that 
dividas us offers too great an inducement to cross 
on to neutral ground when danger presses 
closely. 

It is evident, however, that never before had 
the insurgents so great a promise of success. 
More than half the country is already in their 
hands. We are credibly informed that the in- 
surgents of this frontier are in constant com- 
munication with those of the South — that a post 
of couriers has been established from Camargo 
to Acapulco, traveling the whole distance over 
revolted territory.

Brownsville, July 11. 

The following proclamation has been issued 
by the insurgent General. 

Art. 1. All persons composing the so-called 
government of Don Antonio Lopez de Santa 
Anna, and on whose account the civil war that 
destroys the country is maintained, are public 
enemies and conspirators against the sovereignty 
and integrity of the National Territory. 

Art. 2. The chiefs and officers that in the 
conflict of arms may be taken by the forces un- 
der my command shall be tried militarily by a 
common council of war, and punished with the 
penalty of death, as traitors to the country, and 
as instruments of tyranny. The same penalty 
shall be applied to the tyrant Santa Anna, and 
to his accomplices, the Secretaries of State, the 
Governors, the Military Commanding General, 
and to all who have committed murders on the 
citizens of the nation for political offences. 

Art. 3. Every person who directly or indi- 
rectly protects the enemy, by supplying him of 
his own free will with resources and informa- 
tion, or by favoring him in any other way, in- 
curs in the last penalty, or in the extraordinary 
one of hard labor, public works, or fine, at the 
discretion of the Council, and according to the 
gravity of the crime committed and proved on 
trial. 

Art. 4. It is a popular act to arrest and ac- 
cuse the individuals spoken of in the foregoing- 
article, delivering them to the military authority 
of the town wherein the arrests may hemade. 

Art. 5. The present decree being only a law 
of retaliation provoked by acts of tyranny, a 
law repugnant to the present state of civilization 
and to liberal principles, the same shall cease 
to be observed so soon as the enemy shall sub- 
ject himself to the natural rights of war.

The Sons of the Sires.-; — 4 History of the 
Rise, Progress, and Destiny of the American 
Party, by An American. Published by Lippin- 
cott, Grambo. Co Philadelphia, 1855. Pages 
223. — When we took this book in hand to read 
it, we did so under the impression that it was 
one of those catch-penny concerns that the 
Eastern book publishers are daily throwing off 
in wonderful abundance. But we had not read 
twenty pages before we were undeceived. It is 
a work of great power, evincing that its author 
is an accurate philosophic thinker, and a clear 
and vigorous writer. He bas measured the 
length and breadth of his great subject; he has 
fathomed its depths, traced its proportions, and 
calculated its pow r ers and properties with logi- 
cal distinctness and scientific precision. To 
every one who desires to read a clear, comprehen- 
sive elucidation of the principles, purposes, and 
position of the American party we commend 
this little book. The candid and dispassionate 
reader cannot rise from its perusal without feel- 
ing that he has been communing with a great 
mind, whose teachings have both edified and in- 
structed him.

THE CANADA'S NEWS. 
The latest intelligence from the war is con- 
tained in the following dispatch from General 
Simpson, dated July 4th: 

"Nothing of importance has occurred since 
my last The- French works on the right are 
going on well. The health of Gen. Eyre is re- 
established." 

The telegraphic dispatch from Halifax men- 
tioned that 2000 English penetrated into the 
suburbs of Sebastopol and held a street 17 hours 
against the Russians. The following account is 
given of this affair: 

The correspondent of the Times asserts that 
four companies of the 18th actually succeeded 
in getting possession of the suburb. Captain 
Hayman was gallantly leading on his company 
when he was shot through the knee. Captain 
Esmonde followed, and the men, once estab- 
lished, prepared to defend the houses they oc- 
cupied. As they drove the Russians out, they 
were pelted with large stones by the latter on 
their way up to the battery, which quite over- 
hangs tbe suburb. The Russians could not de- 
press their guns sufficiently to fire down on our 
men, but they directed a severe nanning fire 
upon them from an angle of the Redan works. 
There was nothing for it but to keep up a vig- 
orous fire from the houses, and to delude the 
enemy into the belief that the occupiers were 
more numerous than they were. Mean time the 
Russians did their utmost to blow down the 
houses with shell and shot, and fired grape in- 
cessantly, but the soldiers kept close, though 
they lost men occasionally, and they were most 
materially aided by the fire of the regiments in 
the cemetery behind them, which was directed 
at the Russian embrasures; so that the enemy 
could not get out to fire down on the houses 
below. 

Some of the houses were comfortably furn " 
ished. One of them was as well fitted up as 
most English mansions, the rooms full of furni- 
ture, a piano in the drawing-) oom, and articles 
of luxury and taste not deficient. Our men un- 
fortunately found that the cellars were not emp- 
ty, and that there was abundance of fine mus- 
cat, wine from the Sou.h coast of the Crimea, 
aDd of the stronger wines perfumed with roses 
and mixed with fruits, which are grown in the 
interior, in the better sort of bouses. Some of 
the officers, when they went away, carried off 
articles of clothing and papers as proofs of their 
entrance into the place, and some others took 
away pigeons and guinea pigs, which were tame 
in the houses. The troops entered the place 
about four o'clock in the morning, and could 
not leave until nine o'clock in the evening. The 
Russians blew up many of the bouses and sot 
fire to others, and when our men retired the 
flames were spreading along the street. 

When the men retreated, overwhelmed by 
the storm from the enemy's battery, several of- 
ficers and men were left behind wounded, and 
endured fearful agonies for hours without a cup 
of water or a cheering voice to comfort t' em. 
Lieutenant Ermiston lay for five hours under the 
abattis of the Redan, and was reported dead, 
but he watched his opportunity and got away 
with only a contusion or the knee. Mr. Kenne- 
dy, senior mate of the Loudon, and of the Na- 
val Brigade, was also left behind, close to the 
abattis, and, aft^r several hours of painful 
concealment, he rolled himself over and over 
like a ball down the declivity, and managed to 
get into the trench. Lieutenant Kidd came in 
all safe, and was receiving the congratulations 
of a brother oflicer, when he saw a wounded 
soldier lying out in the open space. He at once 
exclaimed, "We must go and save him!" and 
leaped over the parapet in order to do so. He 
had scarcely gone a yard when he was shot 
through the breast and died in an hour after. 
Only three officers came out of the action un- 
touched.

140 kilometres (about 87^ miles) southwest of 
St. Petersburg. A disastrous souvenir for Rus- 
sia is attached to this town; as it was there that 
in 1700 Charles XII, at the head of 9,000

by Peter the Great. 

From the 24th of September, when the camp 
was first established before Sebastopol, until tbe 
23d of November — a .space of 58 days — Lord 
Raglan, as is evidenced by a private diary kept 
by one of his aids, made no less than 46 person- 
al inspections of the lines.

The London paper.*, which generally take 
ground against Sir Rob't Grosvenor's Sunday 
bill, complain of the conduct of the police on the 
occasion of the demonstration in Hyde Park. 
One says: 

"Our table is literally covered with letters 
from gentlemen of rank and station — from offi- 
cers in the army, barristers, and others moving 
in the same class of society, who have trans- 
mitted their names and addresses — who went to 
Hyde Park on Sunday as spectators; and all of 
them express a deep sense of indignation and 
disgust at the conduct of the police. It is our 
rooted conviction that but for the presence and 
interference of the police there would h<tve been 
no serious disturbance on Sunday." 

A daring deed is related of Private John 
Lyons, of the 19th regiment. A 32-pounder 
shell, sent from the battery near the Round 
Tower, struck the ground short of the work, 
and thence, by ricochet, alighted on the para- 
pet, and rolled down to the inner side, among a 
group of men who were lying under its cover. 
The fusse was burning and hissing with that 
peculiar rushing noise which few can hear close 
to them without some degree of alarm. It was 
what is commonly called a "live shell;" that is, 
a s.iell ready to scatter death and destruction on 
all around. A few moments, and the fuse would 
csmmunicate with the burning discharge, the 
shell would be rent to pieces, and no one could 
say how many would fall victims from its frag- 
ments. "My God! we're all murdered!" cried 
one of the men; but, on the instant, Lyons, who 
is a tall and exceedingly powerful man, started 
up, rushed to the shell and, grasping in both 
hands the threatening missile, hurled it over the 
parapet. A second scarcely elapsed after it 
reached the ground on the opposite side when 
the explosion took place. 

Latest News. — The following was received 
by telegraph immediately previous to the sailing 
of the Canada: 

The London Times considers Gen. de Bergh's 
account of the Hango affair unsatisfactory. He 
does not attempt to explain why no warningwas 
given to the boat, if the Russian outposts did 
not choose her to land, or why the party were 
not captured, as they might easily have been by 
the ovei whelming force that lay in wait for 
them. 

A dispatch from Barcelona, dated 5th inst., 
says: 

"The strike of the workmen continues. The 
opposition is a passive one. The assassins have 
been arrested. The militia remain faithful.-'-" 

Commercial and Monetary. — The Times' city 
article of Friday evening says the English funds 
opened steadily this morning at the quotations 
of yesterday, and subsequently manifested a ten- 
dency to improvement. 

Bank stock experienced an improvement of 
{ per cent, owing to the announcement that a 
branch is about to be established at the West 
End. 

Notwithstanding the extra demands usual at 
this period, money is very abundant in the stock 
exchange, as well as in the discount market. 
Bills on Paris in less demand and the rate quoted 
a shade higher. 

The French and English governments had 
agreed to guarantee a Turkish loan of £5,000,- 
000. The bill was presented to the Legislative 
body to-day. 

Gold continues to be sent to Paris, but not in 
large quantities. 

The bullion in the Bank of England has de- 
creased £150,451.

To the Editors of the Louisville Bulletin: 

Stephensport, Ky., July 21. 

Gentlemen: Since the disaster to the steam- 
boat Lexington there has been every exertion 
used and means taken by the community on eith- 
er shore of tbe river to find and restore to the 
proper owners all trunks and baggage that have 
been found. There have been restored, up to 
this time, several trunks' to the proper owners, 
but I regret to state that it is highly prooable 
that a great many trunks and other baggage 
will never be found or beard of. It is known 
by several individuals, that, at the time of the 
explosion, a pair of Pittsburg coal-boats were 
passing it, beiug just before day-light in the 
morning; and, owing to the great confusion and 
excitement of the few survivors on board the 
wreck and of ths inhabitants on shore, but little 
attention was paid to those fellows in their deeds 
of plunder. The after-cabin and fixtures passed 
this place after day-light; the coal-boats were 
discovered to be yet in company, with several 
skilfs out plying "in their robbing and plunder. 
It has generally been thought a strange coin- 
dence that no more trunks and other baggage 
Lave heen found in the immediate neighborhood 
and on the river below the place of disaster, but 
it is now accounted for. 

As before surmised, the coalboatmen got the 
greater portion of them, and must have got a 
£ood deal of cash and other valuables. As a 
foundation for this belief, I have no hesitancy in 
stating that said boatmen made no efforts to as- 
sist in saving the sufferers from drowning that 
were calling aloud for help — that they had a 
positive chance to acquire and get into their 
possession the property and baggage of the un- 
fortunate sufferers. If they had been honestly 
disposed, they would have been heard from ere 
this, but their silence fastens their guilt upon 
them. 

1 have thought fit to drop you these few sug- 
gestions that they might assist in bringing the 

E- roperty to the proper owners, and that, if there 
as been any roguery on the part of those 
scamps, those interested can have the opportu- 
nity of following up, and, may be, of recovering 
their property at Vicksburg, Natchez, or New 
Orleans. I have not at this time a list of the 
names of the passengers so far as known who 
were on board the ill-fated boat, or I would give 
them in full, that the names and initials on 
trunks and baggage could be watched. Will 
you request Southern papers to copy?

Horrible Affair. — idultery and Murder. 
Mr. Levi Smelser, an old and respected citi- 
zen, who kept a tin and copper-ware manufac- 
tory in Tchoupitoulas street, opposite St. Mary's 
market, died about two months since, and was 
buried by his friends without any suspicion of 
his having been murdered. A few days since, 
his negro woman Kitty went to a Mr. More- 
house, in the Fourth District, and told him that 
her master had died of arsenic and chloroform, 
administered through the joint agency of her 
mistress, Mrs. Smelser, a paramour named Scott, 
and herself, and that other persons, uncon- 
nected with the family, were cognizant of, and* 
had connived at the horrible deed. 

Scott was a workman, or foreman, in Mr. 
S.'s establishment, and boarded in the family; 
an illicit intercourse sprang up between him and 
Mrs. Smelser, resulting in a desire to get Mr. S. 
out of the way, aud a scheme of poisoning, to 
which the negress was made a party through 
promises of freedom and plenty of money. Be- 
ing fearful of Kitty, however, they kept her 
closely confined in the house; she became con- 
science-stricken, and resolved to make a clean 
breast of it, which she did by telling Mr. More- 
house these particulars. 

Kitly said that Mrs. Smelzer and Scott pro- 
cured the poison; that Mrs. S. mixed the arsenic 
in a pitcher of water, that Mr. Scott poured out 
a glassful of it, and that she herself took it and 
gave it to her master, who was lying in bed, un- 
suspicious of any wrong; that afterwards hand- 
kerchiefs saturated in chloroform were laid over 
his face; ana that the other parties who were 
present several times raised the handkerchiefs 
to see if the victim was dead, and replaced 
them. 

This story would seem almost too horrible 
for belief, but Kitty, who was arrested and is 
now in prison, tells it with a plausibility and 
seeming remorse that cannot be rejected. She 
told what druggists furnished the poison, and 
gave Captain Moynan the residue of the arsenic 
left from poisoning the pitcher of water. She 
also named a notary on Camp street, before 
whom her free papers had been drawn up. 

The police have been investigating the case 
for several days, but have made no further ar- 
rests as yet; the difficulty being, we believe, the 
insufficiency of a slave's counsel to implicate 
a white person. Smelser was a German, 40 or 
45 years of age; his wisdow is an Irish woman 
considerably youngr r; Scott is an Irishman.

An ordinance and resolution from same, to re- 
curb and repave the sidewalks on the south side 
of Market, between Sixth and Seventh streets, 
was referred to Street Committee, Western 
District. 

A resolution from same, raising a Special Com- 
mittee of six with instructions to report the pro- 
priety of completing the Court-house on the 
present plan and the probable cost thereof; also 
the propriety of disposing of the same, and erect- 
ing a new Court-house, &c, was read and on 
motion adopted, and Messrs. Douglass and Kaye 
appointed committee of this board. 

A resolution from same, confirming the ap- 
pointment of Tom. Walker, Warden of Hope 
Fire Co., was referred to Committee on Fire 
Department. 

A resolution from same, authorising the Keep- 
er of the Work -house to sell B. Figg 130 feet of 
curb-stone, was read and adopted. 

An ordinance from same to grade and pave the 
alley between Walnut and Madison, Jackson and 
Hancock streets, was red and referred to Street 
Commi tee, Eastern District. 

The bond of Tom. Walker, Warden of the Hope 
Fire Company, was referred to Committee on 
Fire Department. 

A communication was read from the Fire De- 
partment in regard to sundry claims, dec, and 
referred to Committee on Fire Department.

Alderman Kaye, from Finance Committee re- 
ported an ordinance directing the City Attorney to 
coerce payment of back taxes due by P. Rogers, 
E. Haydon and wife, and others, which was 
adopted. 

Aid. Kaye, by leave, introduced the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved by the General Council of the city of 
Louisville, That the City Treasurer be, and he 
is hereby directed to deliver all notes due and 
over due from per. ons owing the city to the City 
Attorney, to be collected by said Attorney as 
prescribed by Ordinance Np. 68 of the revised 
ordinances. 

Aid. Harris, from Revision Committee, re- 
ported a preamble and resolution from the Com- 
mon Council directing the Mayor to hand over 
to James Thompson, survivor, the remaining 115 
bonds of $1,000 each with the coupons, and 
close the contract in good faith, which was 
adopted. 

Aid. Harris, from same, reported against an 
ordinance from the Common Council for the ben- 
efit of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad, and 
same was accordingly rejected.
